before M r. Jeffcrfon’s judgment was b e ­ 
clouded by party fpirit, he made a due efli- 
mate of the importance of a N av y ; but he 
has fince completely dlfcanJed his own opi­ 
nions on this fubjrft. 
T h e party lie bends 
and conduefts have uniformly and (Irenuou- 
fly refined our having a naval force. 
W e 
all know how long we were in getting three 
frigates, and how the coll o f them was in- 
creafed by the delays given to the fin idling 
o f their. 
M r. JeflVrfon’s party oppofrcl 
violently the beginning o f a naval cflnblifh- 
ment— they have fyntmatically oppofed its 
incresfc, and they now wilh to o|>rrate its 
d e fin itio n . 
W e poflVfs abundant evidence 
o f this— but if additional proofs be want­ 
ing, 
read 
w h it M r. Fowler fays on the 
fabjeft 
44 The fettlemcnt o f our difpute with 
France may excite the indignation of E n g ­ 
land, and Britifli depredation will ferve for 
the pretext of a naval force jufi as well as 
French f o lia t io n . 
It behove* the Citizens 
of America to choofe men of wifdom to dif- 
cover and aoply better m d leis expenfive 
meafures than Navies 
to reftrain piracy : 
when non-importation, non-exportation, or 
fi-queft. ation, will have the delired cffeft, 
why throw away millions for what can ne­ 
ver be an eflf* ftual defence ?" 
M r. Fowler has here completely laid afide 
the mafl:« and difcoverei the real objefts of 
the oppoiition party. 
Down with our N a ­ 
ry and defend ourfclves by non-exportation 
md non-iirportation in the event c f a war. 
This is a im w edition c f M r. Madi fun’s re­ 
solutions w hich were fo ferioufly propelled 
and fo heartily laughed at in the year ’94, 
W e ale neither to import nor export, sud 
what will then become of our (hips I they 
will rot a to u r wharves, and become food 
for worms, 
l f we are not to have a N avy, 
what will become of our fcaport towns ? a 
few frigates running along our coafi, may 
lay all o f them in afhrs. 
I f we are not to 
export what will become o f the productions 
of our fields and our labour ? how will cur 
lumber cutters, our farmers, and planters, 
fubfift : Their mills mud rot. and all the 
flour, corn, tobacco, rice and cotton, they 
raife, beyond the quantity confomed in the 
country, will lie in their warehoufei and 
barns, fubjeft to the accidents of fire, decay, 
wafie, k c . k c . —-M r. Fowler tells us we 
have a large national debt ; but be has 
omitted faying that this debt (the whole 


o f which almoft w?s treated during our re- 
volutionary war) is din ini filing, and to be 
almoft entirely paid off, by duties on import­ 
ed goods : 
W e fee every week the arrival 
of fonie India (hip announced, which pays 
duties into the public trrafury amounting 
in each cafe to 60, 70, and fometimes So 
thou Und dollars. 
I f this gteat fource of 
Re venue is dried up, how is our debt to be 
paid, and how is our government to be main­ 
tained ? taxes mud be raifcd from the land, 
if our importations are fopped— -and this tax 
mud come out the pockets of the farmer, 
when nothing is going into them ; f i r if we 
have no exportation, v t will of coorie have 
no purchafers of the produftions of our lands 
and the fruits o f our labour. 
An other wife projeft, propofrd by M r. 
Fowler is Sequestration. 
T h a t M r. Jef- 
terfon’s party are fecking a war with E n g ­ 
land is what we have the moil unequivocal 
proofs of, and that many of the party are 
greatly rmbarrafled by their Britifli debts 
it a matter of public notoriety. 
M r. Jcf- 
ferfon Mmfclf is not free o f an Englilh debt. 
A war with England would of cotirfe be 
very agreeable to thefe gentlemen, provided 
it draws after it fequeflration of Biitifli 
debts. 
The Government would fequefler, 
and thefe honed Citizens would take their 
chance of making their bargan with G o ­ 
vernment. 
Such would inevitably be the 
cffefts o f M r . J efferfon’s Politics, if he is 
clefted Prefident 
and gets a majority 
in 
Congrefs to fupport him. 
But as we Far­ 
mers and Countrymen owe no Britifh debts, 
and cannot in any event be benefited by a 
W a r, we are difpofed to preferve the peace 
and prefent profperous condition of our 
Country.— Some o f our Jacobins may fay, 
that M r. Fowler is not to be conferred as 
the Oracle of his Party, nor the organ o f 
M r. Jefferfon’s fentimcnts ; and that he is 
one of the mod fubordinate of the oppofi- 
tion members.— This may be true— It is 
true, I believe, that he never wrote the let- 
ter in queftion ; he has been reprcfentcd to 
me as a card jobber and fpeculator, who 
goes to Philadelphia much more intent on 
felling Kentucky lands than matters of Ie- 
giflation ; and when I was lately in V i r g i ­ 
nia it was pretty generally believed’ hat the 
letter publiflied by Fowler, was written by 
Mr. Duane, and M r. l oin Cooper. 
But 
whethtr this letter was fabricated by Duane 
at the Aurora » Aire, or by Cooper in his 
den, or by both o f them, is quite immateri­ 
al ; for M r. Fowler would not have pub- 
11 flied it without having previoufly (hewn 
it to the able men of his party, and betides, 
the ftjbftance o f it is only a frank repetition 
o f what has often been covertly faid by wilier 
men o f tile paity, and ferves to prove the 
deadly hofiility they bear to our Commerce 
and our having a N avy. 
But as the Calcu­ 
lations of a fugitive Engilding* n have been 
adopted by on ? of the Reprcfentatiyes vt' 
the People, and pre Tented to his Conflitu- 
ents as the calculations of one o f 4‘ our po­ 
litical krithmeticiiBs** it may not be ufr- 
lefs to oppofe to the dreams o f this Enghfli 
theorift a few Taft*— -a pretty important cue 
is, that lumber, flour, hemp, corn, rice and 
cotton, fell for nearly fifty per cent more 
now than they did at the time we begsn to 
arm our navigation.

It it (hould be invaded by French­

has preserved 
to us louie of the Sachems who led us on 
in our revolutionary w rt. 
Our confidence 
is undiminished, and we remember w ith g ra ­ 
titude the lervices rendered in cur ftruggle 
for independence by Hamilton, Lincoln,the 
two T i m kney*, K nox, Pickering, M organ, 
Howard, Marfliall, Lee, Davie, and others, 
our gratitude will be as eternal as their 
Lime. 
Although the fvords of thefe he­ 
roes are fiill red as it were with the Mood 
of Englifhinen, th e lr ifh a n d Englifli who 
have lately come among us, with dilappoint- 
cd cilice reekers, a mbit ions dr mr pf (rues and 
others, tell us thefe tried Patriots and V e t e ­ 
rans are all turned Tories— that they make 
anEnglifli faftioi — and (to caplets myfclf 
in the delicate gentlemanlike language cl 
M r.

The continua
